IP—The Federal 
B ureau of Prisons is seeking a 10 
million dollar appropriation for con­ 
struction of a “ giant A lcatraz” to 
house dangerous and troublesom e 
convicts now com m itted to o v e r­ 
crowded prisons, 
it w as learned 
today. 
As envisioned by Bureau of P ris­ 
on D irector J a m e s V 
Bennett, the 
proposed prison would be built in 
the next three y ears som ew here 
in Illinois—probably in the S pring­ 
field area. B ureau spokesm en said 
it would receive the A lcatraz-type 
crim in a l—the habitual offender, the 
bank robber, the racketeer, and the 
“ explosive, unpred ictab le” person­ 
ality. 
It would have a 600 m an c ap aci­ 
ty 
w hereas “ T he R ock” in 
San 
F rancisco Bay seldom houses more 
than 300 convicts. 
When Bennett first revealed his 
recom m endation for two new pris­ 
ons he said the m axim um custody 
institution “ probably will be locat­ 
ed ra th er close to the population 
center of the country, which is now 
n e a r Springfield, 111."

The youth refo rm ato ry , he said, 
would be located in a W estern area 
or would be built to replace the 
N ational Training School for Boys 
in Washington, D. C.
